Bluefield. W. Va., Sept. 23.—An en ­ 
tire fam ily of six persons w ere m ur­ 
dered, end the bodies of all but one 
of the victim s w ere burned w ith th eir 
som e at H urley, B uchanan county, Va. 
The m otive w as evidently robbery, as 
rh# ow ner of the house, an aged woman 
known fie "A unt B etty” Justle, w as 
generally supposed to keep a large 
sum of m oney about the place. 
Mrs. Justia, her so n in la w , George 
M eadow s; his wife and th eir th ree 
children were the victim s. M eadow s 
body, badly m utilated, was found lying 
in the yard of his destroyed home, the 
funeral pyre of his loved ones. 
Two 
bullet holes through the body and a 
ghastly wound in the neck, which al­ 
m ost severed the head from the body, 
gave th e discoverers th eir Ifi st evi­ 
dence of the ex ten t of the tragedy. 
A search of the ruins of the house 
disclosed a sickening spectacle. 
The 
blackened m asses of half-burned flesh 
and charred bones of the tw o women 
and th e th ree children w ere found be­ 
neath the debris, each body bearing 
evidences of m urder com m itted before 
the house was destroyed by fire. evi­ 
dently for th e purpose of hiding the 
crim e. 
T h e elder wom an s skull was 
upturned som e distance from the re­ 
m ainder of her half-burned body am id 
the sm ouldering rains. 
A nother dau g h ter of Mrs. Ju stle told 
the police th at her m other had a large 
sum of m oney burled under the sill of 
the house, and they succeeded in dig 
glng up $990 in gold and silver.

m urderers are supposed to have se­ 
cured th e $600 which “Aunt B etty" al­ 
w ays carried on h er person. 
Bloodhounds 
w ere rushed to the 
scene and in a sh o rt tim e they took 
up the trail of th e supposed m urder­ 
er* in a cornfield which adjoined the 
Ju stls home. T here th e footprints of 
th ree m en w ere found im pressed in 
th e soft soil. 
A posse of citizens, all 
heavily arm ed, are following th e blood­ 
hounds. bent on lynching the m urder­ 
ers lf they are captured.

Explorer Submits to Sharp 
Cross-Examination. 


CONDUCTED BY REPORTERS 


Showed Newspaper M©n Hi© Diary. 


Material Points of HI© Ansyers Did 


Not Differ In a Great Degre© From 


H is Original 8tory— Baya He Con­ 


siders Peary H it Friend. 


New York, S e p t 23.—Dr. F rederick 
A. Cook, seeking rest and seclusion 
with his fam ily in the W aldorf-A storia 
after the boisterous welcome, subm it 
ted cheerfully to one of th e severest 
cross exam inations since he announced 
his discovery of the N orth Pole. 
The 
ordeal of the interview , which w as con­ 
ducted by forty new spaper rep resen ta­ 
tives. including several from foreign 
new spapers, proved a t least th a t he 
was not afraid to m eet the public. In 
cidentially the city of New York off! 
d a lly 
recognized 
his 
achievem ent 
when the board of alderm en passed a 
resolution, com m em orating his discov­ 
ery and providing for a public wel 
come a t th e city hall. 
The m aterial points of Dr. Cook’s 
answ ers did not differ in a g reat de­ 
gree from his original recital. Some 
slight details were cleared up, how’ 
ever. which throw light on th e way in 
which the polar dash was effected. 
The m ost in terestin g phase of the 
interview was reached when Dr. Gook 
was asked if he would object to show' 
ing his diary. 
He im m ediately con 
scented and. after retirin g to his room, 
returned with a sm all octavo notebook, 
which he showed freely to all. It was 
a thin book containing 176 pages, each 
of which was filled with fifty o r sixty 
lines of penciled w riting in th e m ost 
m inute ch aracters. T he book, he said. 
Contained considerably m ore th an IOU,- 
(KH) words, while he has besides o ther 
hooks em bracing his observations and 
oth er data. He did not show’ them , 
however. 
T he interview ers w ere ra th e r severe 
In regard to details, hut nothing lndi 
fated th at the polar trav eller's mem 
^>ry was at fault even in th e m ost 
m inute p articu lara 
Not once did he refuse to reply ex 
rcp t when the nam e of Com m ander 
Peary wa* broached. Even then he said 
th at he had alw ays and did now con 
sider Peary as his friend, but contro­ 
versial subjects In connection with his 
rival he avoided entirely, saying th at 
they <-ould walt. Throughout the in ter­ 
view he exhibited the utm ost patience. 
W hen requested to say w hat had oc­ 
curred at hi* m eeting with H arry W hit­ 
ney. the New* H aven sportsm an, he 
said he preferred to let W hitney tell 
his own story, a* W hitney was quite 
unbiased. 
His reasons in im posing 
secrecy 
on 
W hitney, 
on 
P ritchard, 
P eary 's cabin hor. and the Eskim os 
were prom pted by his desire to be the 
first to tell th e world of his discovery. 
He had done the work. he said, and 
was entitled to relate how it had been 
carried o u t 
A goof! deal has been said about 
M urphy and P ritchard. P eary 's men. 
who w ere left in charge of th e stores 
at Etah. and stress has been laid upon 
the point th at they never told Peary 
of Cook s dash to the pole a fte r it had 
been related to them . Dr. Cook said 
th at he told W hitney in the hearing of 
P ritchard, and th at P ritch ard w rote a 
lette r to his m other about the dis­ 
covery. 
“I m ade him take th a t out of the 
lette r,” continued Cook, “for th e letter 
would have reached here m onths ahead 
of m e.”

Miles of Territory Laid Waste and 
Crops Ruined— Buildings of Every 
Description Leveled and Mary Ves­ 


sels Destroyed. 


New Orleans. Sept. 23. — Gradually 
New Orleans and the territory sur­ 
rounding the Crescent City la recover­ 
ing from the first effects of the tropi­ 
cal hurricane. Fifty-five human lives 
are now positively known to have been 
claimed as victims of the storm, and 
forty five others are reported to have 
been lost In Lower Terrebonne parish, 
but as yet this report has not been au­ 
thenticated. 
The property loss will run into the 
millions. Miles of territory have been 
laid waste and crops har* >4 practically 
been ruined. Dwellings, cotton gins and 
sugar mills have been levelled. 
Both the Illihola Central and the 
Louisville & Nashville railroads have 
suffered 
heavy loss, miles of 
their 
tracks having been washed away. 
It 
will be several weeks before the latter 
will again be running trains over their 
own tracks. 
The death list in the lower portion 
of Terrebonne parish increased as de­ 
tails were received, until now It nura 
bere twenty-eight. It is reported that at 
least fifty others have been drowned 
or crushed in the flying debris of the 
wrecked mills, dwellings and fishing 
camps. 
Thrilling tales of narrow escapes and 
daring rescues come from the storm 
sw’ept area. 
Pleasure craft and shipping of all 
kinds in the Bayou lnlt<8 wert totally 
destroyed and the loss will be very 
heavy. 
Store houses, sugar mills and dwell­ 
ings of every character at Houma and 
other 
villages 
suffered heavily, and 
scarcely a structure was untouched by 
the hurricane. 
The damage done by the storm at 
Grand Island. Chenier and Caminada 
was very heavy, but at these places 
there was no loss of life. The crops of 
these islands were totally destroyed 
and the orange groves were stripped 
clean of fruit and foliage.
